A total of 326 students 
took 1,007 exams, with 
34 subjects having a 100 
per cent pass rate, of this 
a total of 112 students 
gained the top A*/A 
grade. 

This year’s exceptional 
pass rate signified an in¬ 
crease of two per cent on

Of those numbers 64 
per cent of students tak¬ 
ing Mathematics gained 
an A*/A grades and 32 
per cent sitting the Eng¬ 
lish Literature exams 
achieved A*/A grades.

■ WHAT is your earliest memory of performing on 
stage? 

The earliest memory that I have of performing was prob¬ 
ably at a youth county talent show that took place at 
Bryanston. 

■ WHAT instruments do you play? 

I am mainly a vocalist but can also play the piano, which 
I use as a tool for song writing and teaching. I have re¬ 
cently bought a cello as I wanted the challenge of learn¬ 
ing a new instrument and loved the tone of the cello. 

■ CAN anyone learn to sing? 

Yes, I believe so. They just need to have the right train¬ 
ing, encouragement and determination to succeed. The 
more practice you put into it the better the results. 

■ WHAT top tips would you give to help someone 
improve their voice? 

You should work on your breathing to gain more control 
over your voice. Sing scales everyday, even if it’s just 
briefly, and always before performing. Ensure that your 
posture is correct before singing. 

■ WHAT is 42nd street about? 

It is about a musical production called “Pretty Lady” 
which is being performed by a cast on Broadway. It is 
full of high-energy tap dancing numbers and showstop¬ 
ping songs including the famous numbers “Lullaby of 
Broadway” and “We’re in the money”. 



■ WHAT are your favourite songs from the show? 

“Shuffle off to Buffalo” as it is the big comedy number 
in the show and is fun to perform as well as watch. Also 
“42nd Street” because everyone takes part in the number 
and it’s a really challenging dance number. 

■ WHICH musician do you most admire and why? 

Imogen Heap because not only is she a songwriter but 
she also records and produces all of her music. I also 
think her style of music is really unique. “Hide and Seek” 
is my favourite song by her. 
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■ WHAT'S your favourite show you have appeared 
in? 

“Little Shop of Horrors”. I played the leading lady “Au¬ 
drey” who was a really fun comedy role to play. Also the 
theatre group B.O.W gave a chance to young people like 
myself to take part in local shows and gain experience as 
a performer. 

■ WHAT was the last CD you listened to and film 
you watched? 

The album “We Sing, We Dance, We Steal Things.” by 
Jason Moraz. The last film I watched was “The Aviator”. 


■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Johnny Depp, because he is my favourite actor and could 
imagine he would be a very interesting person. Regina 
Spektor as she is another singer/songwriter that I really 
admire and Vince Vaughan as he one of my favourite 
comedy actors. 

■ WHAT other opportunities could Bridport offer 
young people? 

When I was younger I gained lots of experience perform¬ 
ing by taking part in the “Zest” events that were organised 
by the youth centre and performed at the Arts Centre. 
They gave young people the chance to perform live music 
with other young musicians and was also a very popular 
event for young people to go to. Also it gave them expe¬ 
rience in setting up a gig including projection and art¬ 
work. I think it would be really good if an event like this 
was to be set up again as it would give young people in 
Bridport somewhere to go and most importantly experi¬ 
ence in performing live music to an audience.

dents and help universities spot the best 
candidates - with the school achieving 11.6 
per cent of the results at this level. 

To get one, a student had to score an A 
overall, plus at least 90 per cent in each 
paper in the second year of the course. 

Dr Melvin said the school was especially 
proud of its achievements in mathematics 
and science, which were quite exceptional 
and bucked all national trends. 

He added the school: “Also continues to be 
one of the most successful state schools for 
entries to Oxford and Cambridge.”

A point highlighted by the best performing 
student at the school, previously home tu- 
toured 6th former Hannah Sanderson, who 
won a place at Queens College, Cambridge 
after gaining four A* grades in chemistry, 
physics, mathematics and further maths. 

In addition she gained a grade A in general 
studies and a grade B in critical thinking. 

The school was also delighted with the 
number of students completing the two-year 
International Baccalaureate programme, 
which included some students maintaining 
the best grades worldwide. 


Dr Melvin said: “The school prides itself 
upon its comprehensive intake and its deter¬ 
mination to admit all students who will ben¬ 
efit from further education. 

“Once again this has proven to be the case 
with 58 students gaining five, four or three 
A*/A grades or the equivalent at IB, a sig¬ 
nificant increase on last year, but perhaps 
more importantly, many other students 
achieving very impressive results in terms 
of their abilities.” 

Nationally the pass rate for A-levels rose 
for the 28th year in a row, with 97.6 per cent 
of entries gaining an E or above, up from 
97.5 per cent in 2009.

Thomas Hardye stu¬ 
dent Hannah Sanderson 
was offered a place at 
Queens College, Cam¬ 
bridge after gaining four 
A* grades in chemistry, 
physics, mathematics 
and further maths. 

Hannah joined the 
Thomas Hardye Sixth 
Form in September 2008 
after moving from Vir¬ 
ginia, USA, where she 
was home tutored for her 
GCSEs. 

Hannah travelled to 
England to stay with her 
Grandmother Sandra 
Simmons in Weymouth, 
to sit her GCSE exams 
and stayed on at Thomas 
Hardye for the next two 
years while studying for 
her A-levels. 

In addition to her top 
results, the teenager, 
whose parents are both 
English but live in Amer¬ 


ica, gained an A grade in 
general studies and a 
grade B in critical think¬ 
ing. 

Not content with the 
workload, Hannah also 
found time to become a 
deputy in the student 
union elections, followed 
a lunch-time course in 
sign language and was 
active in fund raising 
throughout the sixth 
form. 

Mrs Simmons said: 
“She has always been a 
brilliant little girl incred¬ 
ibly positive and very fo¬ 
cussed. 

“She had a very good 
idea of what she wanted 
to do and she made a 
very bold decision to 
come and stay with us 
and study her A-levels . 

“To make a decision 
like that shows an in¬ 
credible strength of char¬ 


acter. Whilst she was re¬ 
vising she was writing 
formulas on pieces of 
paper and leaving them 
around the house. 

“Of course we are 
missing her now because 
she has gone back to 
America where she is 
working to help pay her 
fees when she starts at 
Queens in September. 

“We are all incredibly 
proud of her.” 

Deputy Head and Di¬ 
rector of the Sixth Form 
Anthony Moore said: 
“Hannah is a very deter¬ 
mined, likable, but self- 
effacing student who 
deserves her excellent re¬ 
sults. 

“We have no doubt that 
she will take full advan¬ 
tage of her study oppor¬ 
tunity in Cambridge.”

The Poundbury based businesses 
were given the awards in a national 
competition by the Garden Centre As¬ 
sociation during their annual audit. 

The Potting Shed deli cafe won the 
Best Garden Centre Food Hall, with 
The Engine Room Restaurant receiv¬ 
ing second prize in the Restaurant 
Category. 

Manager of The Potting Shed, Lucy 
Altuzarra, said: “We are so happy with 
this result. We are at the heart of the 
garden centre and feel very much part 
of the team here. 

“We opened just over a year ago and 
now The Potting Shed is a place 
where people meet up regularly to 
shop and eat so we are going from 
strength to strength.” 

The Potting Shed is the first deli cafe 
opened by Olives Et A1 in a garden 
centre and is a combination of deli, 


local food store and cafe selling 
cheeses, charcuterie, croissants, pies, 
artisan bread and Olives Et Al’s own 
range of marinated olives, snacks and 
sauces. 

Based in an old engine shed at 
Poundbury Gardens, The Engine 
Room Restaurant, was recognised for 
its locally sourced food. 

Mike Burks, MD of the Gardens 
Group said The Engine Room was dif¬ 
ferent from many garden centre 
restaurants and didn’t conform to all 
of the judging criteria, so to score 
highly in the Restaurant Category was 
a fabulous achievement. 

He also commended both teams at 
the outlets saying they had worked 
tirelessly in growing the two busi¬ 
nesses and the awards were credit to 
the hard work that was been put in. 

Garden Centre Association judge 
Roger Crookes, said, “I was really im¬ 
pressed with The Potting Shed as it 
certainly wasn’t your typical garden 
centre food hall. It had a Mediter¬ 
ranean feel and the ambience really

Partnership banks 
its first million 


A PIONEERING partnership between 
Dorset councils has chalked up its 
first £1 million of savings for local 
people. 

Four years ago West Dorset District 
Council and Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council merged their rev¬ 
enues and benefits teams, the people 
responsible for collecting council tax 
and business rates, paying housing 
and council tax benefit and investigat¬ 
ing benefit fraud. 


Operating with fewer staff who 
now share the work, use the same IT 
systems and learn from each other, 
the new outfit has now saved -*£1 
million. 

Not only that, performance has in¬ 
crease significantly. This means, for 
example, that people who cannot af¬ 
ford to pay their rent or council tax 
due to personal hardship are getting 
the help they need more quickly than 
before. 


Earlier this year Purbeck District 
Council joined the partnership. 

Howard Legg, one of the council¬ 
lors who monitors the partnership on 
behalf of Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council, said: “Smarter 
working and more efficient systems 
have allowed us to smooth out any 
peaks and troughs in the workload, 
meaning people in West Dorset, 
Weymouth and Portland get a better, 
faster service.” 


Local will writer puts programme in perspective 


A DORSET based will writer claims Panorama recent pro¬ 
gramme exposing unscrupulous will writers supported 
what he has always said - that a will is one of the most im¬ 
portant documents a person will ever write and should be 
carried out by a qualified, person belonging to a regulated 
body. 

Matt Walkden from MW Legal Services based in Wey¬ 
mouth, and the major online will writing website 
www.Wills.org.uk, is a member of the Society of Will 
Writers (SWW) the country’s leading professional body 
for the will writing industry. 

He said that the programmes focus on problems experi¬ 
enced by a small handful of people who had asked will 
writers to handle their probate masked the real issues peo¬ 
ple should be addressing. 

“As with most documentaries of this type, the pro¬ 
gramme sought to suggest there is a major problem within 
the will writing industry by showcasing half a dozen ex¬ 
amples - actually concerning probate administration rather 
than will writing - only one of which was proven to be a 
fraudulent case. 

“The reality is that the SWW alone has 2000 members 


who write some 200,000 wills a year with hardly a prob¬ 
lem. Our insurers have handled just 11 cases in the past 16 
years. 

“We work in an unregulated market not through choice 
but because successive governments have deemed it un¬ 
necessary to bring in regulation. However, the SWW 
would support regulation. The SWW has been on the Scot¬ 
tish consultation panel since 2006 and it supports the Scot¬ 
tish Government in its proposed regulatory plans. 

“The simple tmth though is that no amount of legislation 
will eliminate fraudulent behaviour in any industry. One 
of the will writers featured in the Panorama programme 
was, as the reporter admitted, a struck-off solicitor. The 
legal industry is clearly not immune then to the type of 
issue highlighted by the programme, but which seemed to 
suggest lay at the door of will writers. 

“In any industry there will always be the occasional bad 
apple but this shouldn’t cloud the key issue which, as the 
programme itself highlighted is that a will is a vitally im¬ 
portant document which is best handled by a professional.”

awarded the John Foot Cup. 

“Besides the gardeners, we met some great characters 
who not only talked with great enthusiasm about their 
creations, but also introduced us to their hobbies and in¬ 
terests, from a ‘designer blue painted chicken house,’ to 
the most beautiful ‘working ferrets’ we had ever seen!”

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Mammoth display for museum 

T wo examples of woolly mammoth tusks have 
gone on display at the Dinosaur Museum in 
Dorchester. 

The tusks form the centrepiece of a display on 
Mammoths and originate from the North Sea. 

Between 50,000 and 20,000-years-ago the North 
Sea did not exist and England was connected to the 
continent by low-lying pastures. Prehistoric mam¬ 
mals such as mammoths, woolly rhinos, horse and 
bison fed off the fertile lands. 

The tusks date to the end of this period and are un¬ 
usually coloured owing to them having been in the 
sea for so long a time. 

The fully-grown tusks of Woolly Mammoths were 
extremely long, up to five metres, and very curved. 

They were possibly used to aid the search for food 
and to demonstrate sexual prowess. 

The sections of tusk that are on display at the Di¬ 
nosaur Mueusum are about 1.5metres long. 

"The new display comes at a time when new re¬ 
search has revealed that humans were not responsi¬ 
ble for the extinction of the mammoths," said Tim 
Batty curator of the Dinosaur Museum. 

"It had traditionally been thought that mammoths 
had been hunted to extinction. 

"However, it now appears that it was climate 
change that caused their extinction. Mammoths 
were well adapted to the low temperatures of the Ice 
Age. The climatic conditions during the Ice Age did 
not favour the growth of trees and consequently 
there were extensive grasslands for the mammoths 
to graze on. "With the end of the Ice Age and the 
warming of temperatures, tree growth accelerated 
causing a spread of forests and dramatically reduc¬ 
ing the available food supply for mammoths." 

The tusks became buried in the thin layers of sand 
at the bottom of the shallow southern region of the 
North Sea. 

Here they remained for thousands of years as they 
became fossilised. Eventually tidal currents and 
dredging released these fossilised remains to be 
caught in fishing nets of a trawler. 

The award winning Dinosaur Museum is in the 
heart of Dorchester and is open daily. 

Over the Bank Holiday weekend it is holding the 
Great Dinosaur Hunt from 28th to 30th August.

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President shares his 
passion for agriculture 


VIEW Reporter TOM GLOVER talks to President 
of the Melplash Show, MARCUS BERESFORD as 
the final preparations take place for 
this week's show 


I N a cold damp field 
early on Friday morn¬ 
ing last week, a day 
after returning from holi¬ 
day, Melplash Show 
Chairman Marcus Beres- 
ford would be forgiven 
for not having a smile on 
his face. 

On the contrary, how¬ 
ever, Marcus couldn’t 
contain his enthusiasm as 
he watched the show’s 
footbridge being care¬ 
fully manoeuvred into 
place by Townsend Engi¬ 
neering, a tradition that 
has been in operation 
since 1984. 

Marcus admits he is a 
little nervous about the 
week ahead but he is 
equally excited about the 
pinnacle of his year at the 
helm. 

Compared to many in¬ 
volved with the Melplash 
Show Marcus is rela¬ 
tively new to the agricul¬ 
tural world, but what he 


lacks in experience he 
more than makes up for 
with his passion. 

“I like the farming 
community very much 
and believe passionately 
in the importance of agri¬ 
culture to the countryside 
and our country’s way of 
life, so I’m a big sup¬ 
porter of farming,” he 
said. 

During his long career 
in the British engineering 
industry, Marcus and his 
family would escape to 
West Dorset at every 
given opportunity. 

It was during a stay at 
his Netherbury holiday 
cottage in 1990 that Mar¬ 
cus first came across the 
Melplash show. 

“You can’t possibly live 
down here and not come 


to the show, can you?” he 
said. 

“It was the epitome of a 
small English rural show. 
There were more animals 
then, as it was pre foot 
and mouth and it was 
smaller of course because 
they didn’t have the big 
countryside arena, but it 
was in most ways just the 
same, and just as good.” 

The show must have 
sown a seed in Marcus’ 
subconscious because 
soon after he moved to 
his own farm at South 
Bowood, where he re¬ 
mains today. 

The show selects a 
president each year de¬ 
cided upon by the previ¬ 
ous president and the 
committee. Marcus ad¬ 
mits that he didn’t actu- 
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ally know previous pres¬ 
ident Annie Crutchley so 
he was surprised to be in¬ 
vited. 

“Word must have got 
round that I was inter¬ 
ested but it never ever oc¬ 
curred to me that I would 
actually be asked to be¬ 
come president of the 
show,” he said. “I was 
very pleased to be asked 
and was delighted to ac¬ 
cept.” 

By his own admission 
Marcus is an amateur 
farmer but he is keen to 
emphasise that the ani¬ 
mal classes at the show 
are a must see regardless 
of your specialist knowl¬ 
edge. 

He said: “I love to see 
the cattle and the sheep. I 
always think they put on 
a good show and of 
course the heavy horses 
are a sight to behold. 

“I’m always impressed 
with the standard of en¬ 
tries, they are fantastic. 
They are always beauti¬ 
fully turned out and are a 
delight to see. Particu¬ 
larly for those who are 
not used to seeing ani¬ 
mals and for those who 
live in the city and don’t 
the chance very often to 
come into the country 
and see the animals.” 

The show prides itself 
on offering something for 
all the family and Marcus 
believes that is now truer 
than ever. 

“I take a lot of pleasure 
from the countryside 
arena because there are 
so many interesting 
things going on, which 
the kids love,” he said. 

“My grandchildren al¬ 
ways particularly enjoy 
the ferret racing and dog 
training. 

“It is a family event and 
there’s something for 
everyone. The more kids 
we can get in the better 
because, part of what 
we’re trying to do is to 
demonstrate to every¬ 
body, but the next gener¬ 
ation in particular, just 
how important agricul¬ 
ture is and how vital it is 
for the country and the 
countryside. 

“For me it’s the ab¬ 
solute epitome of the real 
old-fashioned English 
country show and as 
such, it’s a real delight.” 

An agricultural show 
provides a lot more than 
just animals to look at 
though and there is one 
aspect Marcus is particu¬ 



larly looking forward to. 

He said: “Don’t forget 
the food tent because 
West Dorset is a mecca 
for brilliant food and vis¬ 
itors will find an aston¬ 
ishing variety of 
wonderful food to taste 
and try and buy. 

“Not just food from the 
land but there will be a 
tent for food from the sea 
because of course we are 
right bang beside the sea. 
We’ve got the sea repre¬ 
sented at the show which 
was a new innovation 
last year.” 

The show is clearly the 
highlight of the presi¬ 
dency but it is just one of 
a long line of events at¬ 
tended by the president. 

“My first direct partic¬ 
ipation is with the gar¬ 
dens competition, then 
the flocks competition. I 
must have seen every 
one of the 3,000 flocks 
of sheep down in Ab- 
botsbury, which is pretty 
impressive. 

“I think it’s really im¬ 
portant that this kind of 
tradition continues. And 
if I can demonstrate sup¬ 
port for it and encourage 
it’s continuation, then 
that’s what my role is. 

“I’ve enjoyed the lead 
up to the show but it 
doesn’t stop at the show, 
we have the hedging and 
ploughing competitions 


in September. A lot of 
people think Melplash is 
just the show, but actu¬ 
ally there is a whole 
year of events, there’s 
quite a lot to do.” 

The presidency has 
certainly kept Marcus 
busy, but he will soon 
have to hand over the 
reins to the incoming 
president. 

“I will miss it,” he 
said. “I’ve thoroughly 
enjoyed doing it and it 
has been extremely re¬ 
warding. I hope I’ve 
contributed a little bit 
towards the mainte¬ 
nance of a great tradi¬ 
tion. 

“One of my principal 
jobs is to ensure it’s a 
fine day so perhaps I’m 
getting a little bit nerv¬ 
ous now in the lead up 
to it.” 

The South West isn’t 
short of agricultural 
shows and Melplash is 
certainly not the biggest 
but Marcus, and the 
24,000 visitors who at¬ 
tended last year, appre¬ 
ciate that it offers 
something special. 

“The show is compact 
and tremendously 
friendly and has a great 
atmosphere, which is 
what makes Melplash 
different from other 
agricultural shows,” he 
said. 


“There aren’t very 
many of them left, so 
many have disappeared. 
This amazingly has sur¬ 
vived and flourished, 
and long may that last. I 
bank on it being here for 
another 163 years.” 

Marcus may be an am¬ 
ateur farmer but he is 
something of an expert 
when it comes to bee¬ 
keeping. 

With this in mind he 
thought of the perfect 
analogy to praise the 
worker bees behind the 
shows success. 

“Melplash Show is a 
bit like a beehive be¬ 
cause without any man¬ 
agement or 

co-ordination, every¬ 
body knows what they 
have to do and it all 
comes together as a fin¬ 
ished hive on the day. 

“It’s an amazing or¬ 
ganisation. Each of the 
section is actually run 
by a chairman who 
gathers a team of volun¬ 
teers around him. They 
all work like beavers 
through the year to get 
their section up and 
ready on the day it 
miraculously it all 
comes together. The 
section chairmen do an 
absolutely astonishing 
job, they are the real 
backbone to the show.”

The Keep Military Museum 

T HE MILITARY Museum of Devon and Dorset is con¬ 
sidered by many as being a little likea"Tardis"in that 
from the outside there is this iconic structure not dis¬ 
similar to a castle albeit only 140 years old, but on the in¬ 
side it blossoms to include four floors of displays all of 
which feature a truly fabulous collection of militaria span¬ 
ning 300 years of service. The museums displays are ever 
changing, interpretation is a key factor when designing or 
re-configuring a display, this work makes it easier for visi¬ 
tors to understand something of what life was like during 
the many different era's of our soldiers involvement with 
military conflict and life in peacetime. Visitors this year will 
see a complete change to the second floor of the museum. 
This floor presents uniforms, weapons, medals and silver 
as well as many other very interesting artefacts. The entire 
floor is now lit by LED lighting in various forms. The light¬ 
ing is more subtle in many areas but vibrant in feature dis¬ 
plays. This lighting is modern by design, it is slightly more 
costly but this is far outweighed by the longevity of the 
lights, the savings in electricity consumption, and they 
greatly minimise any heat or UV damage to textiles or 
paintings. Visitors can get a taste of the museum by going 
to www.dorchesterdorset.com clicking on the virtual 
Dorchester Tab, scroll to the bottom of the page and then 
by using the left and right arrows locate the museum 
through the pictorial icons, once found, hit on the icon and 
come on into the museum. Come along and see the 
whole collection for yourself, you will not be disappointed. 


A FTER having recently been a to the Rajpoot 
in Dorchester in a large group, I decided to 
take my partner as I had been previously im¬ 
pressed by the ambience and feel of the restaurant. 

For those that missed my previous re¬ 
view and have not yet experi¬ 
enced this marvellous curry 
house, I'd like to explain 
that this is not your run- 
of-the-mill Indian 
restaurant. 

The recently re¬ 
furbished busi¬ 
ness is finished to 
a high, and 
somewhat glam¬ 
orous standard, 
boasting some of 
the most mouth 
watering, contem¬ 
porary (and tradi¬ 
tional) Indian cuisine 
imaginable. 

Lighting, mirrors, decor, 
table layout, cutlery and crock¬ 
ery are all guaranteed to be a topic 
of conversation during your dining experience 
as they are elements that lots of thought has gone 
into, and that's before you have even seen or tasted 
the food! 


To start, my partner chose chargrilled fresh water 
king prawns with coastal spices, ponden chillies and 
coriander seeds. I fancied dark rum and chilli soaked 
goan style beef grilled to a melting taste, both of 
which were superb. It is clear that only the 
finest quality and most fresh ingre¬ 
dients go into the dishes at the 
Rajpoot. 

Our Main courses were 
again second to none. 
I went for a tandoori 
seared lamb rack 
with mossala 
mashed potato 
and amritsari 
sauce of cashew 
nut, pepper and

Superb Soul 
Shakedown 


PAPA Le Gal and Easy &The Cali Five rocked the Soul Shakedown Party at 
the Lyme Regis Power Boat Club on Friday night, despite the worst 
weather of the summer. 

London based Easy &The Cali Five, features former local lads Pasco Dun- 
ford-Wood on lead vocals and rhythm guitar, George Godson on lead gui¬ 
tar, Sam Royle on Bass, Nick Mcbrain on Drums and Mike Carter on Keys 
The five piece played through an hour-long set of soulful original material 
as well as a couple of covers. They were a perfect warm-up for the captive 
audience, mixing a bouncing reggae rhythm section, subtle-yet-effective 
keyboards and chilled out surfer melodies, as well as some impressive 
bluesy guitar work from Godson. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

CONSIDERING they've only been playing live with any line-up for less than 
two years, it is impressive that many of Papa Le Gal's original tunes are 
now well known dance/sing-a-long anthems to their loyal fanbase, and a 
testament to the musical abilities of each member of the band. 

Lead vocals are now shared between the Jacques Verhaeren (also on 
rhythm guitar and bass guitar duties), and Grace Gillan - a more recent ad¬ 
dition to the line-up - who provides a brilliant vocal compliment to 
Jacques, and also sends a small barrage of bubbles into the crowd! 

Lead guitar comes from Olli Dixon (also backing vocals), who combines 
effortless technique with some incredible riffs on original tunes. 

Drummer Greg Walters provides a tight drum section, complete with well 
placed solos and the occasional percussion colloboration with band mates. 

Wil Benson - the first unofficial member of the band, frequently joining 
Jacques, Olli and Greg in earlier gigs - is now another important part of 
the band's live make-up, multi-instrumenting with bass guitar, keyboards 
and saxophone all part of his repertoire. 

Papa Le Gal took to the stage, set up in a large marquee at the back of 
the Power Boat Club, at about 10.15pm. Anybody who'd previously been 
enjoying a drink on the benches outside the marquee, or in the inside bar, 
promptly made their way into the tent for an incredible hour and a half of 
live music. 

Original piece "Voodoo 7 kicked off proceedings, and was followed by a 
mass sing-a-long to the Michael Jackson cover "Billie Jean". Further covers 
followed including Toots and the Maytals' "54-46 (That"s My Number)", 
The Eurythmics "Sweet Dreams (Are Made Of This) (which included a vi¬ 
olin cameo from Alice Bowmer), a tongue in cheek version of Britney Spears 
"Toxic", Creedance Clearwater Revival's "Proud Mary" and a rip-roaring take 
on Men At Work's "Down Under". In amongst the covers was a superb mix 
of Papa Le Gal's own work, including a well received new tune. The set 
came to a close with another Toots and The Maytals classic, "Monkey Man", 
and an encore including the band's own "Bombay Sattire" and the fan¬ 
tastic "Take A Step", rounded off with a breakdown into a samba beat that 
wouldn't be out of place at a Brazilian carnival. 

You can always count on leaving a Papa Le Gal gig in a more cheerful 
mood than you arrived in. The upbeat tunes mean you can't help but 
dance; and the obvious love the band have for the music they make really 
comes through in their live performance - professional, but one big party 
at the same time! 

The Soul Shakedown Party at the Power Boat Club will certainly not be 
the last time you see Papa Le Gal in Lyme, or the West Dorset area for that 
matter, but make sure that you catch these guys while you can - they're 
heading for bigger things. Look out for their debut EP in the coming 
weeks.

IT is not easy to become a published poet - and 
it's even harder to make money at it. It was 
Michael Ellison who wrote, "Poets and money 
are seen in each other's company only rarely." 

So it is not surprising that there are far fewer 
published poets in the world than un-published 
ones. Writing poetry is often a private, even a se¬ 
cret, pursuit. Sometimes, as in the case of Mary 
Dunning Thwing, verses only come to light after 
the author has died. 

Anaesthesia 

Green, forest-covered hills, range after range, 

In silent beauty stand, and the cool air 
Blows soft and fresh about them everywhere. 
This is the Universe. It seems so strange 
I never knew how simply I'd arrange 
To leave my World, nor understand how fair 
The Universe would be, how care 
For mortal things would vanish with the change. 
What's that you say? It's over? I am here? 
That beauty was but fantasy of dreams, 

And I've returned to those I hold so dear? 

Yet beauty hovers round me still, it seems, 
Surging joy of life within me thrills 
Wrought by the vision of those far-green hills. 


MARY could never have been more than an oc¬ 
casional poet because she was so actively in¬ 
volved in the life of her community in Ohio. She 
worked in the women's suffrage movement, 
founded the School of Nursing in Cleveland and 
served on the board or committee of numerous 
local organisations. As the Minister said at her 
funeral in 1931,"Quite unknown to the wider cir¬ 
cle of her friends Mrs Thwing's spirit found ex¬ 
pression in poetry.The lines she wrote were not 
intended for the public eye."

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X FACTOR | More than 12million people tuned in to Saturday's X Factor curtain 
raiser but not all of them were happy according to reports - and things could 
be about to get a whole lot worse. 

Angry fans have criticised the show for fixing the contest, scripting the con¬ 
testant's exchanges with the judges and using auto-tune technology to improve 
performers'voices. 

Viewers flooded Twitter and other websites claiming that singers such as 
Gamu Nhengu and Caroline from G&S were digitally boosted on Saturday's 
show using auto tune technology. 

X Factor bosses admitted using technology to improve the sound of perform¬ 
ances, but insisted judges' decisions were based on the live audition. 

A spokesman added: "Sound is edited and dubbed into a finished programme 
to deliver the most entertaining experience for viewers." 

After the initial outrage surrounding the use of auto-tune technology in the 
auditions stage, The X Factor was plunged into further controversy as reports 
suggest the technology has also been used during past live shows, where view¬ 
ers vote for their favourite acts. 

Show bosses have already admitted using the audio wizardry to alter perform¬ 
ances in Saturday's curtain raiser, but fresh allegations have cast a shadow over 
the integrity of Britain's favourite show. 

One former member 
of the X Factor produc¬ 
tion team said: "It was 
an open secret on the 
show that Auto-Tune 
was used to both make 
contestants slightly 
more on key, or off, key. 

It has been used for a 
long time on the show 
both for the auditions 
and the live shows. 

"The problem is that 
you have got a lot of 
contestants who sound 
equally good, so how 
do viewers at home 
make a judgement on who to pick. So Auto-Tune has been used to make good 
singers sound even better and not so good singers sound much worse." 

Pop mogul Simon Cowell flew in to the UK in an attempt to calm the growing 
discontent amongst Britain's viewing public - don't expect this to be the last 
you hear of the X Factor Auto-Tune story. 

PEEP SHOW | David Mitchell and Robert Webb have revealed that they have 
started filming new episodes of Peep Show. The announcement was made by 
the comedy duo on social networking site Twitter. 

TOP GEAR | Top Gear's tame racing driver, whose identity is a closely guarded 
secret, has become as much a star of the revamped show as Jeremy Clarkson 
and co; prompting the man behind the visor to seek out his own publishing 
deal. 

But the BBC have threatened the mystery driver with legal action over the pro¬ 
posed book about his life, fearing the autobiography could lift the lid on his 
identity. 

It is understood publishers representing The Stig have hit back with their own 
legal letters, raising the prospect of court action. 

The star who helps to train celebrities to drive the reasonably priced car re¬ 
portedly earns up to £10,000 per show, is also a big money-spinner for Beeb 
through commercial endorsements. The corporation said: "The BBC is in a legal 
dispute over the publication of a book relating to Top Gear as this breaches 
agreed contractual and confidentiality obligations relating to the show."

determine what type of object it is. The system can 
detect pedestrians who are over 80 cm tall, including 
children. 

In an emergency situation, the driver initially receives 
an audible warning combined with a flashing light in 
the windscreen’s head-up display - resembling a 
brake light. At the same time, the car’s brakes are pre¬ 
charged. If the driver does not react to the warning 
and an accident is deemed as imminent, full braking 
power is automatically applied to bring the car to a 
stop. 

Half of all pedestrian accidents occur at speeds 
below 15 mph. This technology can avoid a collision 
with a pedestrian at speeds up to 21 mph if the driver 
does not react in time. At higher speeds, the focus is 
on reducing the car’s speed as much as possible 
prior to the impact. 

A lower speed of impact means that the risk of seri¬ 
ous injury is significantly reduced.

As rumour has it - The latest transfer news 


THE usual pre-season transfer 
merry-go-round has started in 
local-football circles, listed below 
are changes likely to have oc¬ 
curred; 

Tim Hussey has left 
Hawkchurch after one season and 
30 goals to join older brother Phil 
in the Netherbury squad. The Am¬ 
bers look likely to be amongst the 
Perry Street League Division One 
promotion chasers having also re¬ 
cruited Pete Lawrence, Aaron 
Marshall, Lee Quincey, John 
Kingston and Nathan Patten from 
the now defunct White Horse 
team. 

Division Two new-boys 
Hawkchurch’s loss has been tem¬ 
pered by the return of Simon 
Harding from Livehead United 
and midfielder Bobby Langford 
who has been away from the game 
for a while. But eye surgery for 
Mark Herrod means he will be out 
for the season. 

New Crewkeme Town manager 
Nick Murphy has spent little time 
in bolstering his squad which was 
surprisingly relegated from the 
Perry Street Premier Division hav¬ 
ing been crowned champions just 
12 months previously. 

Murphy has brought in Kris 
Hastings from Shepton 
Beauchamp. Hastings, previously 
a centre-back, was pushed up 
front to good effect last season 


bagging a dozen goals in the 
process. The Tigers have also re¬ 
cruited the Meriott Rovers quartet 
of Ashley Larcombe, Gavin 
Charles, Barry Hayne and goal¬ 
keeper Dale Wood. 

Hayne in particular looks to be a 
shrewd acquisition having netted 
41 Premier Division goals in the 
last two seasons to take his overall 
tally beyond the 200-goal mark. 

More strikers on the move in¬ 
clude Scott Jennings (Ilminster 
Town Reserves to Merriott), Ian 
Masters (West & Middle Chin- 
nock to Ilminster Town) and Alan 
Mansell (Chard Rangers to Lorton 
Rangers). 

Meanwhile ex-Ilminster Town 
Reserves’ player-manager Jamie 
Lee has moved down the road to 
join Dowlish & Donyatt. 

Lyme Regis look to have se¬ 
cured the whole of last season’s 
treble-winning squad. The 
Seasiders have also been boosted 
by the return of mercurial mid¬ 
fielder Mark Bailey, who missed 
the bulk of last season whilst he 
was coaching in America, and 
left-sided striker Joel Gostling 
who has returned to the Davey 
Lort having spent several seasons 
with Axminster Town. 

Other men on their way out of 
Sector Lane include Scott Bur¬ 
roughs (to Larway United), Ben 
Turner (Sidmouth Town), Ollie 


Hyett, Richard Challis and Mark 
Hancock (all Seaton Town) and 
Callum Garrett (back to Millwey 
Rise). 

Perry Street’s preparations will 
have been hampered by a sus¬ 
pected knee-ligament injury sus¬ 
tained by goalkeeper James 
Carmichael in the 2-0 Chard Hos¬ 
pital Cup victory over Dowlish & 
Donyatt. 

Beaminster, for so long in the 
running for the Premier Division 
title last season, have been hit by 
the loss of Tristan Gale and Rus¬ 
sell Legg who have both returned 
to Bridport. 

It’s a similar story up at runners- 
up South Petherton who have lost 
the services of pick-of-the-league 
striker Rich Hebditch, who topped 
the Premier goalscoring charts 
with 32, but has headed off to 
Westland Sports, and Rob Stub- 
bings who was widely regarded as 
one of the top defenders in the 
League and has decided to pit his 
talents in the Toolstation Western 
league Division One with Chard 
Town. 

Waytown Hounds are looking to 
build on their promising first sea¬ 
son in the PSL. New manager 
Mark Hughes has prised Leigh 
Hansford away from his skipper’s 
role at Pymore. 

New Chard Rangers first team 
manager Justin Mason is putting 


his faith in a clutch of youngsters. 
Sixteen-year-old Dale Hutter and 
17-year-old trio Scott Curtis, Ryan 
Ebdon and Lee Davis have all put 
pen to paper and will join striker 
John Mason who is making the 
step-up after an impressive 16- 
goal haul for the Rangers Re¬ 
serves last season. 

Charmouth have Nick Pomeroy 
back in on board as assistant man¬ 
ager after a couple of seasons with 
White Horse. The Robins could 
possibly be boosted by the return 
of striker Adam Cody-Boucher 
who brought up his century of 
PSL goals whilst in the green of 
Pymore last season. 

There are also a couple of old 
faces back at Thorncombe’s 
Horseshoe Lane. Goalkeeper An¬ 
drew Sochon has returned after a 
season with Perry Street whilst the 
prolific Stuart Packer is back after 
a spell with Lorton Rangers Re¬ 
serves. 

Pymore have signed Tom Gale, 
Andrew Huxter and James Pitcher 
from White Horse, whilst the club 
are also on the verge of adding 
Netherbury’s Phil Ackerman to 
their books.

Weymouth Wildcats 43 
Plymouth Devils 31 

WEYMOUTH Weyline Wildcats new look 
team got off to the best possible start in the Na¬ 
tional League Trophy campaign last night at the 
Wessex Stadium with a 43-31 win in the derby 
fixture against Plymouth Devils. 

The first leg at the St Boniface Arena the pre¬ 
vious evening had to be postponed due to a wa¬ 
terlogged track, so it was lucky that despite 
very poor weather conditions all around the 
south coast on Saturday, the Wessex Stadium 
was able to avoid the worst until the fog de¬ 
scended and forced meeting referee Tony 
Steele to abandon after heat 12 had been com¬ 
pleted. However under the permitted rules the 
result is allowed to stand. 

A dream start for debut rider Dan Halsey in 
heat one, backing up team partner Byron 
Bekker, saw the Wildcats on the way with a 5- 
1 over Dane Nicki Glanz, the Devils recent 
signing back from injury. This was added to in 
the following heat by the Cats reserve pairing; 
Gary Cottham moving down in the new look 
line up; and Richard Andrews to put the Cats 
10-2 up. 

The lead was maintained in a re-run heat 
three after movement at the start, with Tom 
Brown heading off Seemond Stephens after the 
Devil rider had initially led the race until 
Brown nipped through on the inside of turn 
three with ex-Cat Matt Bates third. 

Heat four saw the Devils have their first of 
three heat advantages; James Cockle splitting 
the Devils pair of Mark Simmonds and Ben 
Reade with Cottham going from first to fourth 
on the first lap. Glanz and Jaimie Pickard 
teamed up for a 5-1 over lone Cat Brown in a 
re-run heat five, again movement at the start. 

Glanz, Pickard and Brown all swapped places 
in an entertaining race which was again 


stopped after Karl Mason fell on the first bend 
last lap and was disqualified from another re¬ 
run of the heat. Brown took the early lead but 
couldn’t hold Glanz or Pickard back who both 
passed to narrow the lead to just two points, 16- 
14. 

Halsey scorched to his first win for the Wild¬ 
cats whilst Bekker made a great inside pass on 
Simmonds to demolish the Devils for a 5-1 in 
heat six. Cockle then pegged back Stephens 
and Bates in heat seven. Halsey was involved 
in his third 5-1 of the night in heat eight, lead¬ 
ing the way with Cottham heading off Pickard 
to put the Wildcats 29-19 up. 

With the Cats now leading by ten points, 
Devils team manager Gary Spiller brought in 
Simmonds for a tactical ride. He produced the 
win they were looking for but the Cats pair 
Brown and Mason packed in for the minor 
places with the lead now cut to eight points. 

Heat ten was re-run twice. Two laps in Bates 
fell on the second bend causing the first stop¬ 
page and was duly disqualified from the re-run 
in which Halsey unbeaten up to this point, 
lifted wildly and fell. 

Stephens unable to avoid him clattered down 
onto the track, and thankfully both riders were 
able to walk away after treatment from the 
medical staff. Halsey was disqualified from the 
second re-run where Bekker got the drop on 
Stephens. 

Cockle kept Glanz and Pickard at bay to 
share the points in heat 11 before the Wildcats 
stuck in another 5-1 in heat 12, Cottham and 
Brown over Bates. 

At this point the meeting referee Tony Steele 
consulted the team managers and team captains 
which resulted in the meeting being abandoned 
due to the fog and poor visibility, with the re¬ 
sult a Wildcat win 43-31 over the Devils stand¬ 
ing. 


Promoter Phil Bartlett said: “Plymouth have 
won the trophy in the past, now we have 
strengthened up bringing in Dan Halsey we 
have a strong pairing at 1 and 2, where as in the 
league campaign we suffered with injuries we 
are going to go all out to try and win the trophy. 
The team is much more balanced, we’re not top 
heavy so we can pick up points all the way 
through; that’s how we won the league in 2008, 
with a more balanced team. 

“Terry is still out struggling with his injury 
and obviously has to regain his fitness. This 
season could be over for him, we’ll have to 
wait and see how he progresses over the com¬ 
ing weeks. His replacement cover Adam McK- 
inna has gone back to Newcastle in the Premier 
League which was his aim after coming back 
from injury himself. 

“He did us a big favour covering for Terry 
and we did him a favour with a chance to prove 
himself which he did with a string of solid 
scores. Dan has come in as a fantastic replace¬ 
ment after Mildenhall closed down which saw 
Bournemouth switch their team around making 
Dan and Karl available and we’ve been fortu¬ 
nate to pick them both up. Karl has had a bit of 
a nightmare tonight, he knows his way round 
here and was with us back in 2008; he’ll come 
back strong.” 

The Wildcats return to league action at Birm¬ 
ingham’s Perry Barr stadium tonight (Wednes¬ 
day) evening against Dudley Heathens before 
returning to the Wessex Stadium to take on the 
challenge of the Newport Hornets also in the 
league on Lriday at 7:15pm. 

This is followed by a double header at Bux¬ 
ton with both the league and trophy fixtures on 
Sunday 29th at 3pm and the Isle of Wight on 
Tuesday 31st in the trophy.

DORSET celebrated winning the Minor 
Counties Championship Western Division 
title for the first time in a decade with cap¬ 
tain Tom Hicks playing a captain's role as he 
bowled and batted them to victory. 

Their victory came as Berkshire, who 
could also have won the crown, crumbled 
to defeat on day three by losing to Corn¬ 
wall.

Hicks then played a captain's innings 
when Dorset batted again with a fine half 
century. Once again Williams (14) Treagus 
(5) and Lawrence (0) disappointed along 
with Nick Park (15) at the top of the innings, 


but Cowley (44) again helped Dorset re¬ 
cover from 45-4, adding 88 with Hicks for 
the fifth wicket. 

Chris Park (19) and Ed Denham with a 
solid 33 not out supported Hicks, who was 
eight out for 58, as Dorset compiled a total 
of 233, setting Wales a winning target of 
287 runs. 

Nickolas James (26) and William Bragg

score on 57-1, wickets tumbled regularly 
and at the end of the second day Wales 
could only hope for the weather to help 
avoid defeat as they slumped to 137-7 with 
Treagus (2-32) and Denham (1-27) also 
claiming wickets.

IF EVER Dorchester Town manager Ash¬ 
ley Vickers needed a reality check then 
this was it. The Magpies were uncere¬ 
moniously dumped by an Eastleigh 
side that were better all over the field. 

Dorchester hoped to carry on where 
they left off at Bromley on Saturday 
having dominated a match they should 
have won, but came away empty 
handed having squandered several op¬ 
portunities to have won. Eastleigh gave 
them a lesson in how to do it, having 
had five shots and scored with four of 
them. 

Vickers started with the same side as 
Bromley except the inclusion of Dave 
Allen instead of Simon Evans on the 
bench, but his side gave one of the 
most disappointing displays seen at 
The Avenue for a long while. 

Eastleigh are one of the favourites for 
promotion and it showed in a strong, 
purposeful performance that dispelled 
any worries having lost their opener 
against Bishop's Stortford. 

Jamie Slabber gave notice of their 
goal power as early as the third minute 
when Regan Coward did well to push 
away his fierce angled drive. 

Dorchester responded almost imme¬ 
diately and Matt Groves almost got on 
the end of a miscued Nick Crittenden 
shot that passed across the goalmouth. 

Then former Terras keeper Jason 
Matthews did well to race to the angle 
of the penalty area to block Ryan Moss 
before he had the chance to shoot after 
he had superbly collected a long Ryan 
Hill pass forward. 

Eastleigh opened the scoring on 18 
minutes when Will Hendry intercepted 
Steve Devlin's ball out of defence be¬ 
fore his angled pass gave Slabber the 
chance to beat Regan with a low shot 
across the keeper's body.

"I've said all along that I pick the team 
and that it's therefore down to me. 

I'm not going to 
lambast the boys that's not my style, 
and whilst many people probably ex¬ 
pected me to be punching walls in the 
dressing room afterwards, the game 
had gone and there is no point in me 
destroying players; there is no value in 
it, and the players know what is accept¬ 
able and what isn't. 

"I trust those players implicitly. On oc¬ 
casions you will come up against teams 
who are better, and who pay out a lot 
more money than we do, like Eastleigh. 

"We had them watched and knew 
their strengths and weaknesses. We 
discussed those weaknesses, and there 
was one thing in particular I asked 
them all to do, which they didn't do. 

"We conceded four bad goals; Regan 
Coward had nothing to do except pick 
the ball out of the net. These setbacks 
will bring the best out of the lads. 
They'll all reflect on it, I'll reflect on it 
every day until Saturday and we'll en¬ 
deavour to put it right."

DORCHESTER Town remain rooted to 
the bottom of the Blue Square South 
after their third consecutive loss of the 
season, once again failing to find the 
kind of slick performances they 
showed in pre-season friendlies. 

Despite arriving late at the ground 
through traffic congestion causing a 25 
minute delay to the kick-off, Woking, 
with little time to warm-up, got their 
first points of the season following an¬ 
other disappointing Magpies display 
with two goals by Dave Gilroy, who 
manager Ashley Vickers tried to sign in 
the summer. 

Vickers made five changes from the 
team that was destroyed by Eastleigh 
in midweek, but they failed to take ad¬ 
vantage of the Cards lethargic start. 

It may have been a different story if 
Ryan Hill's free kick in the third minute 
had found the net instead of crashing 
against the top of the crossbar, but 
Woking weathered the early storm and 
once they found their legs they had the 
measure of Dorchester.

After the break Evans had to save 
with his feet when Hurrell broke 
through, before Vickers decided on a 
double substitution just before the 
hour with Nick Crittenden and Matt 
Groves replacing Douglas and James 
Coutts. 

Five minutes later Dorchester were 
level. Daryn Hennessey brought down 
Devlin on the right hand angle of the 
penalty box for which he was duly 
booked, and although the referee al¬ 
lowed the Woking defence to en¬ 
croach, Hill curled the ball around the 
outside of the wall and just inside the 
near post, in a carbon copy of his goal 
at Bromley. 

This gave the Magpies the impetus 
that had been lacking all the game, and 
when Pidgeley failed to hold another 
Hill free kick at his near post from the 
other side of the field, Walker missed a 
great chance by heading the rebound 
the wrong side of the post.
